Sex with senator on houseboat—Miss Ray 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Elizabeth 
Ray has told investigators she had 
sex on a houseboat with Sen. Mike 
Gravel after being told to do so by a 
congressm an who wanted to in­ 
fluence Gravel’s support for a public 
works project, a source close to the 
investigation said Saturday. 
Miss Ray said her former boss. 
Rep. Kenneth J. Gray, since retired 
from Congress, told her to “ take 
care of Gravel” at a small party 
aboard Gray's 50-foot River Queen 
houseboat on the Potomac River the 
night of Aug. 10, 1972, the source 
said. 
The source said Miss Ray un­ 
derstood this to be an order for her to 
have sex with the senator. This was 
part of a pattern, the source said, in 
which Gray “ pushed her off” on 
other men. The source said that Miss 
Ray claim s at one point G ray 
threatened to fire her if she refused 


to have sex with a contractor whom 
she found repulsive. 
According to the source, Miss Ray 
recalls that after her sexual en­ 
counter with Gravel. Gray told her: 
“That was for the National Visitors 
Center.” The center, a $44 million 
parking and visitor information 
facility at Washington's Union Sta­ 
tion near the Capitol, was one of 
Gray’s pet public works projects. 
Other sources say Miss Ray has 
told them much the same story. 
Gray, an Illinois Democrat who 
retired last year, flatly denies the ac­ 
count. Gravel, a Democrat from 
Alaska, says he does not recall ever 
meeting Miss Ray. 
Colleen G ardner, a 28-year-old 
divorcee who claims she was paid a 
high salary by Rep. John Young as a 
reward for providing him with sex, 
has told reporters she was an eye­ 
witness to the sexual encounter 


between Miss Ray and Gravel. 
Albert Ahern Jr., a lawyer for the 
33-year-old Miss Ray, publicly sup­ 
ported Mrs. Gardner’s account as 
“ essentially accu rate.” Another 
source, who requested anonymity, 
said Miss Ray had boasted to a friend 
on Gray’s congressional staff that 
she had sex with Gravel. 
Ahern stressed that Mrs Gardner 
had been the first to m ention 
Gravel's name publicly in connection 
with the scandal. The attorney said 
Miss Ray “ will not volunteer the 
names of those people with whom 
she had sexual relations.” 
Richard Thornburgh, chief of the 
'Justice Departm ent's criminal divi­ 
sion, said it also will look into Mrs. 
G ard n er’s allegations that her 
$26,000 salary required her to have 
sex w ith Y oung 
T he T e x a s 
Democrat calls the claim “ pop­ 
pycock' but won't confirm or deny a 


sexual relationship with her. 
In interviews with several sources, 
this picture emerged of what Miss 
Ray is telling investigators: 
Miss Ray was hired by Gray in 
June 1972 when she was working as a 
waitress at the Watergate Hotel 
cocktail lounge At his invitation, she 
visited his congressional office after 
6.30 p m., spent 90 minutes there and 
had sex with him. 


“ Do you like boats?" Gray asked 
Miss Ray. 
As she left, Gray kissed her and 
told her she would go on his congres­ 
sional payroll at $8,700 a year. 


D u rin g th a t su m m e r, G ray 
frequently requested her to have sex 
with a number of men whose favor 
he was seeking, including an Illinois 
construction contractor, a prominent 
Washington lawyer and several of 
Gray's constituents. 


The sources declined to nam e 
them 
Gray was chairman of the House 
subcommittee on public buildings 
and crusaded for years for construc­ 
tion of a visitors center Gravel, who 
held a similar committee position in 
the Senate, supported the project. 
The center is now under construc­ 
tion. 
The Congressional Record shows 
the Senate Public Works Committee 
met Aug. 11,1972. and approved a bill 
authorizing expansion of the New 
Senate Office Building There is no 
mention of discussion of the visitors 
center. 
However, one week later, on Aug 
18, G ravel introduced a bill to 
authorize another project Gray was 
pushing, a convention center to be 
built a few blocks from the visitors 
center.

Ronald Reagan won a Missouri 
showdown with President Ford on 
Saturday, winning all but one of the 
state s t# at-large delegates to the 
Republican National Convention 
President Ford, who along with the 
form er California governor per­ 
sonally appealed for support during 
appearances a day earlier, collected 
only one delegate, Gov Christopher 
S Bond, who led the Ford slate. 
The results from the state conven­ 
tion, coupled with delegate selection 
last month in the state » 10 congres 
sional districts, left Missouri s 4^ 
member delegation split this way. 30 
{or Reagan. 16 for Ford and three un­ 
committed 
T he 19 re m a in in g a t-la rg e 
delegates selected Saturday were 
crucial to the campaigns of both can 
didates 
Fewer than 100 national 
delegates separate the two, and 260 
remain to be chosen before the 
national GOP convention. 
To get the Republican nomination 
at the convention in Kansas City, 
1,130 delegates will be needed Ford 
led Reagan 960 to 886 after Satur 
day’s delegate selection in Missouri. 
At the White House. Deputy Press 
Secretary John Carlson said Ford 
“ understood the delegate races were 
close and of course was disappointed 
in the results But the President said 
he couldn’t forget that he had won 
the majority of (Missouri) district 
delegates chosen prior to the conven­ 
tion 
And Carlson said Ford noted that 
he still has the overall national lead 
in convention delegate* and still 
thinks he will win the nomination. 


Ford himself did not stop to speak 
with reporters who gathered on the 
White House lawn to see him board 
his helicopter for a trip to the 
presidential retreat at Camp David, 
Md. 


In Springfield. Gene McNary, the 
P resident s M issouri cam paign 
manager, said: “ This was a contest 
like I’ve never been in before 
John Powell, Reagan’s state coor 
dinator, said the governor’s visit 
along with g rassro o ts support, 
helped carry the convention for 
Reagan. 
Bond, meanwhile, said he was “ let 
down and disappointed” because of 
the Ford loss. 
Reagan said the nation s economy 
was the major campaign issue 
Sen. R obert Dole of K ansas, 
representing Ford at the con 
vention, voiced a theme mentioned 
frequently here — th at having 
Reagan at the top of the ticket iai 
November would lessen the chances 
of a total Republican victory in the 
general election

Close call for 231 on plane 
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Fluke saved Castro from poison pill 


NEW YORK (AP) - A teenaged 
girt who caught the eye of Fidel 
Castro was sent to Havana by the 
CIA in 1960 to kill the Cuban premier 
with poison tablets to be slipped into 
his coffee, according to the New 
York Sunday News 
The assassination attempt failed 
because the girl, fearful the tablets 
might be discovered as she entered 
Cuba, secreted them in a jar of cold 
cream in her handbag and they 
melted, the News said in a copyright 
story by Paul Meskil 
The girl, identified as Marie 
Lorenz, told the newspaper that CIA 
agents who recruited her ior the as­ 
sassination mission told her 
it 
would change history. 
She said the 
agents also told her, “ You re the 
only one who can do it.' 
The News said an investigator for 
the Senate Intelligence Committee 
and the newspaper traced the girl to 
where she now lives in Naw York 
City Quoting Miss Lorenz, the news­ 
paper gave this account 
Miss Lorenz, a German’ American 
met Castro aboard the luxury Uncr 
Berlin one month after be seized 
power in Cuba. Miss#Lorenz father 


was cw plain of the Berlin and took 
her along on a Caribbean cruise, 
which Castro joined at Havana Har­ 
bor The Cuban leader dined with the 
captain and his daughter the evening 
he boarded the ship 
He took a fancy to Miss Lorenz and 
later convinced her to return to 
Havana as his personal interpreter 
She was lodged in his suite in the 
Havana Hilton 
Cl A operative Frank Fiorini. later 
known as Frank Sturgis when he was 
convicted as one of the Watergate 
burglars, made contact with Miss 
Lorenz and persuaded her to photo 
graph som e of C astro s secret 
papers He also later helped her es­ 
cape from Cuba 
The CIA told Miss Lorenz that she 
could perform * a tremendous ser­ 
vice ’ to the United States by assas­ 
sinating Castro. "You could knock 
him off,” she said she was told by 
Alex Rorke, a wealthy adventurer 
who she said worked for the CIA. “ It 
would save everybody a lot of 
trouble.” 
“ I thought be was joking. 
Miss 
Lorenz told the News ‘ But they kept 
coming back to it and 1 realized they 


were serious Finally, they decided 
on poison They said it would be easy 
to put poison in his food or drink ... 
They didn l tell me to do it or not to 
do it They said if I went, I d be pro 
tectfed But who could guarantee I’d 
get out?” 
Miss Lorenz said she was told she 
would receive enough money to 
retire if she were successful She did 
not specify an amount but said the 
CIA offered her 
thousands ‘ 
She said she flew to Havana, but 
before meeting Castro she slipped 
the two tablets the CIA had given her 
into her cold cream 
“The lobby was full of reporters 
and other people trying to see 
Castro, but he wasn't there,” she

Women hold key 
Outnumber men voters, challenge 
in Italian elections

ROME (AP) - Italy's political 
parties are fighting hard for the 
women's vote in the national election 
June 20-21 
“ Women have changed,” says a 10- 
page Communist party booklet. 
“ With your vote, you must change 
society. ... Change it with the Italian 
Communist party.” 
“One makes revolution by con­ 
structing. not destroying,” say the 
Christian Democrats, traditionally 
the women s favorite party because 
the Roman Catholic Church supports 
it 
"You are the protagonist. Give 
force to your voice,” says a poster of 
the small 
Democratic Socialist 
party. 
Women now outnumber the men 51 
to 49 per cent among the 40 8 million 
Italian voters. They are fast emerg­ 
ing from the kitchen and the 
bedroom, 
challenging 
male 
dominance of Italian society 
They were a major factor in the 
three-to-two vote that upheld the 
divorce law two years ago, a serious 
rebuke to the Christian Democrats 
and the Vatican 
Last year, the law recognized their 
equal rights within the family, doing 
away with marriage Italian style in 
which the husband had the privileges 
and the wife the duties. Women s Ub 
groups are organizing in the cities, 
and recently they have been battling 
for free, legal abortions on demand 
“ Women wear pants, too," says 


author Giuseppe Loteta “They want 
to count in politics. Their fight for 
divorce and now for abortion have 
had a stimulating effect on them 
This may be their year as 1968 was 
the year of the students and 1969 the 
year of labor” 
The Communists, who hope to dis­ 
place the Christian Democrats as 
Italy's No 1 party, have increased 
their women candidates for the 
Chamber of Deputies from 66 four 
years ago to 145. or nearly a fourth of 
the total Among them are the pop­ 
ular folk singer Maria Carta, actress 
Valeria Moriconi and newscaster 
Vera Squarcilupl. 
The Communists pack outdoor 
rallies with the braless. blue-jean set 
and proclaim themselves the cham­ 
pions of equal pay and social status 
for women. They also blame the rag 
ing inflation - likely to go over 30 
per cent this year, steak 14 a pound 
and potatoes 50 cents — on 30 years 
of Christian Democratic rule 
The Christian Democrats, who in 
the past got about 60 per cent of their 
votes from women, have installed a 
woman as assistant secretary gener­ 
al of the party and have a woman un­ 
dersecretary of labor in their current 
minority government. But they are 
running only 47 women candidates, 
less than a third as many as the Com­ 
munists. 
“ We are confident the women will 
still stick with us” said a Christian 
Democratic spokesman. 
“ Our 


women don't flock to the piazzas; we 
operate door to door. But that s the 
majority of women in Italy today. ” 
The Socialist party, which cham­ 
pions free, on-demand abortion, 
allocated 20 per cent of its can­ 
didacies to women. The Radical 
party, until now only a lobby for civil 
and women s rights, made half of its 
candidates women 
In one recent opinion poll, by the 
Demoskopea organization, 39 5 per 
cent of the women said they would 
vote for the Christian Democrats, 
and 28 per cent were for the Com­ 
munists. But 15 per cent were unde­ 
cided 
Another survey of 1.594 women by 
the Pragma organization found sup­ 
port for the Christian Democrats 
down 8.9 per cent and the Communist 
standing up 3 per cent. 
In another Demoskopea poll, 58 per 
cent of the women said their views 
had shifted to the left although they 
were not necessarily ready to vote 
Communist. 
Demoskopea also took a poll of 
housewives and found 41 per cent in 
favor of an anti-Communist govern­ 
ment. But this year about 3 million 
women under the age of 24 can vote 
in the parliamentary election for the 
first time. Many of them have 
broken away from the Church-family 
orientation of their mothers 


Another factor is the increase of 
independent thinking among women

budget. We have some concern about 
providing services In the future but 
I m glad we don’t have to ask for s 
loan. 
Since the council had no serums 
questions about the budget folio wing 
the work session this week 
there 
will be no further discussions A final 
budget is expected to be adopted at 
the July 6 meeting 
Fast pointed out to the council 
some significant factors contained in 
the fiscal plan; 


— Six new police officers will be 
added this year to try to stem a 16

Public records also show that on 
Aug 9, a day before the alleged 
houseboat incident, the subcommit­ 
tees headed by Gray and Gravel held 
joint hearings on the House version 
of the convention center bill. Gray 
was the sponsor 
Authorization for the project, 
named the Dwight D. Eisenhower 
Civic Center, passed both House and 
Senate and was signed into law, but 
the project has been stymied for lack 
of fluids 
A friend of Miss Ray, who asked 
not to be identified, said Miss Ray 
told her that parties on Gray s 
houseboat often involved sex, much 
of which the friend described as 
“ kinky.”

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Kidnaped Latin refugees beaten, freed 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — Armed kidnapers 
freed 25 Latin American refugees Saturday after holding 
them for 24 hours, beating most of tbem severely and 
ordering them to leave Argentina immediately. 
“We don’t know what to do or where to go,” said one 
middleaged Chilean, who doctors said had suffered three 
broken ribs. He and the other victims of the right-wing 
raiders said they were afraid to talk about their ex­ 
perience because of threats of reprisals 
The UN. High Commission for Refugees (UNHCR), 
which assists about 11,000 refugees from other Latin 
American countries living here, said it would protest the 
incident to Argentina’s military government. A spokes­ 
man said authorities had assured the commission that no 
government security agencies were responsible. 
Victims said about 40 gunmen, shouting “Police, 
police,” smashed into two hotels rented for refugees in a 
residential district within two blocks of a federal police 
station. 


Some 60 refugees were lodged in the hotels, and 23 
Chileans, one Uruguayan and one Paraguayan were 
punched and shoved from the buildings and into trucks, 
according to the UNHCR. 


After many were beaten they were pushed out of the 
trucks in the predawn hours, the refugees said, and told 
they must leave Argentina with their families within 48 
hours. 
Argentina became a reluctant haven to thousands of lef­ 
tists and antimilitarists from Brazil, Uruguay, Chile, and 
Paraguay during the Peronist administration 


They were targets of militant right-wing death squads 
even before the March 24 military coup against President 
Isabel Peron. and the attacks have continued Two former 
Uruguayan legislators and ex-Bolivian President Juan 
Jose Torres were among the persons slain in recent 
months 
Dr. Robert Muller, UNHCR representative here, said 


urgent efforts are being made to resettle the refugees 
abroad, but it is difficult because they first must receive 
visas from the countries where they hope to resettle. 
He said federal police have posted an officer outside all 
18 lodging houses under U N. supervision, but added 
“There were 40 armed men. If they came back we would 
need 60 to stop tbem.” 
Victims of the mass kidnaping said they had been tor­ 
tured by systematic beatings, and most required medical 
care. 
A U N. statement spoke of “bad treatment,” and one 
official said be would call it torture 
There was no official comment from the government 
Argentine authorities have said in the past that some of 
the Latin American refugees are believed to be active 
leftists, possibly working with Argentine antigovernment 
guerrillas, and pose a threat to internal security They 
challenged persons critical of their policies to find other 
countries to accept the refugees and exiles.

It is hard, if not impos­ 
sible. to overstate the im­ 
portance of the press dur­ 
ing the American Revolu­ 
tion Not only did newspa­ 
pers and other publica­ 
tions greatly aid in formu- 
4ating opinion and support­ 
ing the Patriot cause, but 
•they also gave to the new 
nation the conviction that 
•freedom of expression was 
a vital ingredient in our 
•democratic process. It re­ 
mained for others to de­ 
termine. however, exactly 
what liberty of the press 
•would mean in the United 
.States 
- When Parliament passed 
4he offensive Revenue 
tSugar) Act of 1764, it was 
<mly 60 years since the 
-BOSTON NEWS-LETTER. 
•America s first real news­ 
paper was founded. By 1764 
there were 23 newspapers 
’Jn the colonies, a number 
^»f them established during 
the recently conlcuded 
French and Indian War. A 
larger population, wider 
-circulation, and interest in 
.the deepening quarrel with 
*Britain stimulated growth 
and gave newspapers a 
chance to play a much 
larger role in community 
'affairs. 
Prior to the develop­ 
ment of the new British 
colonial policy in the 
1760 s, printers had not us- 
•ually involved themselves 
in editorial activity Afraid 
•of possible reprisals that 
might bring ruin, pub­ 
lishers had avoided trou­ 
bles by carrying only news 
items, official documents, 
commercial announce­ 
m ents, and advertise­ 
ments This timidity dis­ 
appeared, however, and an 
angry, m ilitant press 
emerged during the Rev­ 
olutionary dispute. 
It was the Stamp Act of 
1765 that did much to turn 
the press d e cisive ly 


against british policies; 
this measure also gave the 
newspapers a greater 
sense of their potential in­ 
fluence. Parliament had 
adopted a tax that struck 
printers hard, and it is 
small wonder that they an­ 
grily denounced it. Unwit­ 
tingly, the British had 
evoked the hostility of the 
American press and, re­ 
fusing to be intimidated, 
printers everywhere loudly 
condemned the Stamp Act. 
When the law was re­ 
pealed in the face of Amer­ 
ican defiance, newspaper 
publishers were under­ 
standably pleased with 
their new-found power. 
Having won some de­ 
gree of journalistic inde­ 
pendence, newspapers, be­ 
gan to assume new func­ 
tions. The modem prac­ 
tice of editorializing had 
not yet been developed, but 
papers regularly carried 
opinion-making articles, 
boldly adopted large-tvpe 
mottoes, and increasingly 
distorted the news (or 
manufactured it) to culti­ 
vate a point of view 
Patriot printers were by 
no means always free of of­ 
ficial reprisals if they pub­ 
lished articles hostile to 
the government. In 1766. 
for example, the editors of 
the two VIRGINIA GA­ 
ZETTES were brought to 
trial for Ubel; the pub­ 
lisher of the NEW-YORK 
GAZETTE was repriman­ 
ded by the colony’s assem­ 
bly; and Gov. Thomas Hut­ 
chinson tried to drive Is­ 
aiah Thomas, the fiery Pa­ 
triot printer of the MAS­ 
SACHUSETTS SPY, out of 
business in the 1770 t. But 
in general, the press held 
on to its greater liberty. 
The question of freedom 
of the press inevitably be­ 
came involved in the new 
role of American pub­ 
lishers 
Although it ran 
contrary to the contem 
porary English common 
law doctrine of seditious li­ 


bel, Patriot journalists ar­ 
gued strongly for unre­ 
stricted discussion of pub­ 
lic issues and the right of 
criticism of the govern­ 
ment in the press One way 
or another. Whig writers 
managed to escape pun­ 
ishment for publishing dia­ 
tribes against British 
policy. 
When the Patriots be­ 
came powerful enough, 
however, they unasham­ 
edly suppressed the Loyal­ 
ist press. Bringing up the 
difficult distinction be­ 
tween liberty and license, 
they condemned Tory 
writings. When they were 
unable to silence their en­ 
emies by legal means, the 
Patriots intimidated them 
or attacked them vio­ 
lently. 
Quite obviously, free­ 
dom of the press had dif­ 
ferent meanings. It would 
be some time before Amer­ 
ican theorists could work 
out a reasonable, clear 
concept of it that could be 
supported by law. 
Thomas Paine’s COM­ 
MON SENSE touched off a 
great debate over indepen­ 
dence that raged in the 
press in early 1776 There 
were numerous voices urg­ 
ing reconciliation, but 
many more writers called 
for a declaration of inde­ 
pendence Various forces 
helped to bring about a de­ 
cision for independence; 
not the least of them was 
the agitation in the press. 
John Adams wrote that it 
was the constant discus­ 
sion of the issue in the 
newspapers and pam­ 
phlets that enabled thepeo 


pie “ to ripen their judge­ 
ments, dissipate their 
fears, and allure their 
hopes.” 
The Outbreak of fighting 
in America had brought 
serious problems for news­ 


papers 
Of the 37 being 
published in April 1775, 
only 18 survived the war; 
and many had to suspend 
operations from time to 
time. There were 17 jour­ 
nals that died during the 


Revolution, and 18new pa­ 
pers that were begin failed 
to last it out. But sctie that 
were founded in he war 
period managed b con­ 
tinue operations, amat the

It is almost like neo- 
dream, success clothes in 
your own identity. 
The author's fomula is 
simple. By making the 
aims of the company work 
in behalf of own goals 
you can be a huge success 
in the corporate world. 
His tn-partite plan Is 
based upon the following: 
“Plan your life. Don’t lei 
the organization plan it for 
you 
Mobilize your re­ 
sources of time, talent and 
energy Develop a positive 
self-image, have confi­ 
dence in your abilities." 
Koehler cites four pre­ 
requisites for business sue 
cess — leadership, the abil­ 
ity to motivate others, 
communication and prob­ 
lem solving, These he 
claims will in time pro­ 
vide an atmosphere in 
which "there is maximum 
opportunity for individual 
growth 
The bottom line of the 
author s advice is: “Don’t 
work for the corporation — 
make the corporation work 
for you'” 
He comes to this conclu­ 
sion after critically ex 
amining the business envi­ 
ronment, and he con­ 
cludes that you must main 
tain control over your Ule 
“so that you can function 
as an individual either in­ 
side or outside the corpor­ 
ative sturcture.”

“It took me seven years 
to research and write that 
book,” Baker recalls “I 
had plenty of my own 
material about him, but 1 
also went through about 
2,400 Hemingway letters 
and did many interviews, 
but eventually I had to stop 
researching in order to 
start writing ’’ 
Baker, who has been at 
Princeton since 1936 — 
“Since Noah was a boy. 
Forty years doesn’t seem 
possible 
— says he con­ 
siders himself primarily a 
university professor. “I’ve 
always taught English 
“ literature,” he says. 
“I’ve always been in love 
with the English language. 
And the kids 1 get now are 
bright as tacks. 
“They’re polite and live­ 
ly and a real joy. Since I 
have six grandchildren of 
my own (he has two grown 
daughters and a son) I feel 
sort of grandfather! v about 
my students. And we have 
good rapport — despite the 
age difference, which now 
is enormous ” 
He plans to retire from

ed all ol the dozen stories 
in the book in one sum­ 
mer,” Baker says 
“ But I’d been thinking 
about them for years, and 
I’d even had the first lines 
ior some of them compos­ 
ed in my head for seven or 
eight years before 1 wrote 
them down ” 
Moat of the stories, be 
says, "are based on fact — 
or on things I know or have 
heard — but I also meshed 
in imaginative things just 
to see if it would work. The 
real fun of writing to me is 
in trying to shape your ma 
teriai, to make it come out 
the way you want it to 
For the past couple of 
years, Baker has been 
working of f a rid-on on a 
book “about Ralph Waldo 
Emerson and his friend­ 
ships 
Emerson had the 
curious habit of collecting 
slightly eccentric charac­ 
ters — Thuroau, Whitman 
— around him, and 1 plan 
to deal with about nine of 
them 
“I’ve got about 300 pages 
done the Manuscript will 
run long and will have to be 
cut hack, like the Heming 
way book. That manu­ 
script ran about 2,006 
pages but came to about 
600 pages when publish 
ed.” 
He also has hopes of tx- 
mg able to write a novella 
this summer based, in

effective postal system 
and the absence of any reg­ 
ular newsgathering ser­ 
vice. they depended al­ 
most completely on pri­ 
vate sources of informa­ 
tion and communications 
that chanced to come their 
way. As a result of the dis­ 
ruptions of war. news cov­ 
erage was quite haphaz­ 
ard. and in some cases im­ 
portant events were not re­ 
ported at all in the press 
One of the problems 
faced by newspapers in 
this period was the chron­ 
ic shortage of paper. Be­ 
fore the war most paper 
had been imported from 
Britain and. now that this 
supply was cut off. prin­ 
ters had to depend on the 
output of several small 
American paper m ills. 
Newspapers constantly ad­ 
vertised for rags, out of 
which all paper was then 
made, and there was offi­ 
cial encouragement of pa­ 
per manufacturing 
The 
supply was never ade­ 
quate. however, and the 
product made in this coun­ 
try was generally of an in­ 
ferior quality. Several pub 
lishers, like the Sauers of 
Germantown. 
Pa., 
Hugh 
Gaine of New York and 
William (ioddard of Balti­ 
more. tried to solve the 
problem by establishing 
their own paper mills 
Another vexing problem 
that publishers had to con­ 
tend with was severe in­ 
flation 
Constantly rising 
costs of production made it 
necessary to raise the 
price of subscriptions and 
the cost of advertise­ 
ments. With depreciating 
paper 
money 
plaguing 
them, printers at times 
collected what was due 
them in all sorts of mater­ 
ial goods

Hard questions 
for candidates 
Amid the noise of electioneering, very few 
specifics have been heard on some of the very pres­ 
sing financial problems, personal and public, that 
surveys suggest are high on the critical list. 
Now that the primary races are over it is 
reasonable to assume that voters will seek to 
• separate rhetoric from the research approach, the 
• practical from the visionary, the meaningful from 
the superficial and irrelevant. 
How does the candidate stand on jobs versus in­ 
flation? Is 7 per cent unemployment acceptable in 
order to keep inflation restrained? Is 7 per cent in­ 
flation acceptable in order to drive unemployment 
to only 5 per cent? 
Few issues are more pivotal; the decision made 
on it affects many others, including the issue of 
governmental versus private enterprise 
Should 
private enterprise produce the jobs'' Or should 
government “create 
them 
The issue of prices is one of direct conflict 
between two economic viewpoints, poles apart. 
Some candidates appear to believe prices are simp­ 
ly a product of economic conditions; others claim 
prices can be maintained by government. 
Personal income is part of the same equation, as 
are corporate profits. 
What measure does the candidate propose to keep 
both joblessness and prices in check ? What is his 
plan to maintain an energetic economy, one that 
promotes stability and permits people to obtain 
• 
financial security. 
Despite the recovery and a tax cut m 1975. real 
spendable earnings, the measure of a worker s 
takehome pay. are still 5 per cent below the level of 
spendable earnings in 1973. 
Workers aren't the only one’s hurt. Corporations 
observe that profits as a percentage of national in 
\ come have fallen, from 15.6 per cent in I960 to just 
9.2 per cent last year, a year of record profits for 
some companies. 
The National Association of Manufacturers 
currently is pointing out that employe com­ 
pensation last year was more than eight times 
profit, and suggests the situation cannot continue. 
It takes profits to make jobs. 
Where does the candidate stand on bousing'' 
Something is terribly wrong with the housing 
market, but that is nothing new; housing has had 
problems for years, but few proposals or efforts 
have been successful. 
The purchase price of a new single-family home 
is rising faster than the average income High in­ 
terest rates and other terms are making it diffcicult 
to produce unsubsidiaed multlfamily housing that 
can turn a profit for the builders and operators 
What can we do about the decay of the inner 
. cities? While great efforts have been made by some 
cities, the over-all problem has until recently been 
challenged mainly by rhetoric. Good intentions 
don’t do the job, it takes practical, apecific 
proposals 
Does the candidate believe in private enterprise 
or does he favor governmental enterprise 
Americans extol the virtues of private efforts, but 
they have been turning more and more to 
governmental enterprise. 
Government is a service industry-, it manulac 
lures nothing. The national debt has risen troin $320 
billion to 1570 billion m just 10 years. Tiie highest 
per capita income is in the Washington. DC. area. 
How does the candidate stand on big business? 
And big government? And big labor? There are 
• faults with all three; it can be argued that they are 
often obstructionist, selfish, counterproductive 
At the same time is it argued that bigness is 
needed in a big, big world. Small business cannot as 
effectively compete in worldwide trade 
Weak 
government cannot regulate effectively. Weak un­ 
ions cannot effect reforms 
How does the candidate feel about the«* issues" 
Is he doctrinaire or reasonable? Does be oiler prac­ 
tical suggestions? Does he tavor one at the expense 
of the other? Does he have a plan in which all can 
«»operate? 
It’s your dollar, and your vote

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey’s full employment bill, endorsed bv so 
many presidential candidates, is pure political pap 
as now written 
Its centerpiece is a S per cent goal for adult un­ 
employment We all would admire this. But the 
goal is meaningless without workable plans for 
achieving this end. And no one has figured out how 
to get unemployment down to this level in today’s 
economy, when so many women and youth have 
entered the labor market, without a war which ab­ 
sorbs into the armed forces and force feeds in­ 
dustry. balloons the national debt and leads in­ 
evitably to inflation and a bust. 
The conclusion of economists I’ve been in contact 
with is that if enacted, and carried out by a presi­ 
dent according to the letter of the law we’d be back 
to inflation of 10 to 12 per cent in jig tune. 
We’d be saddled, too, with a public jobs program 
running into so many billions taxpayers would bo 
unable to bear the burden without severe sacrifice. 
An analysis by Charles L. Schultze of the Brook­ 
ings Institution, not normally noted for conser­ 
vatism, indicates that the wage formula in this 
proposal's government-as-a-last-resort work 
program would be considerably higher for low-skill 
and semiskilled, labor than wages paid in import­ 
ant segments of American industry — and would 
thereby create serious labor shortages, stimulating 
inflation long before the unemployment goals wen* 
reached — that is, while unemployment was still 


high- 
, 
, 
As Schultze explains it; “The central problem in 
that when the overall unemployment rate gets down 
into the neighborhood of 5 per cent, the job market 
for experienced prime-age workers becomes very 
tight. There are many unfilled job vacancies and 
not many unemployed in this age group The large 
number of younger workers do not move into nil 
these vacancies.

16 to 19. the rate hits 13.9 per cent and for women 
the same ages an astounding 15 i per cent.

Old Vienna faces change w ith subw ay 


VIENNA (AP> — For the second time in as many cen­ 
turies, Vienna is undergoing a profound change. 
The medieval downtown area is now a huge construc­ 
tion site. 
Vienna is building a subway. 
In off-center districts, work is being carried out on a 
huge complex to house United Nations organizations, on a 
new general hospital and on a new bed for the Danube 
River. 
In 1857. the Vienna city fathers had ordered the city 
wall to be torn down. Eight years later a mighty avenue, 
the Ringstrasse. was opened on the site of the walls. 
In 20 more years, the new City Hall, the Parliament, the 
University, the Vienna State Opera and scores of other 
buildings lined the Ringstrasse. 
This time. Vienna hopes to complete most of the huge 
construction projects in a much shorter span 
There are gaping holes in front of the landmark St 
Stephen s Cathedral and near the deluxe Sacher and 
Bristol hotels 
Farther away from downtown — near the northern bank 
of the Danube.'a huge multi-million-dollar projec t is tak­ 
ing shape. 
It will be the future U N. City, to house the U N Indus­ 
trial Development Organization, the International Atom­ 
ic Energy Agency and probably some other U N sub­ 
sidiaries. 
Close by. baggers and caterpillars tear a new Danube 
bed out of the ground: The stream is to be divided and will 
flow by 1982 in two channels past a 12-mile manmade 
island to provide ultimate flood control 
Although final plans for the island's layout are not yet 
ready, it is almost certain that recreational facilities and 
sports grounds will have priority there. 
Costs were estimated to be as high as four billion schill­ 
ings ($222 million). 
In Western Vienna, another structure of concrete and 
steel is growing skywards 
It is the new General Hospital, offering some 2.500 beds 
at an estimated cost of 17 billion schillings ($999 million1 
It will take at least until 1985 however, until the 
hospital - one of the biggest in Europe* - will be rone 
pleted. 
If everything turns out as planned, Vienna will look 


much better four vears from now when most of the 
projec ts are finished, including three of the four subway 
t ines 
The fourth subway line, connecting the main West 
Railway Station via the Simmering district with the Air 
Terminal, is still in the planning stage 
The three lines at present under construction cost 114 
billion schillings ($833 million). 
Cutting in a North-South and East-West direction, they 
are probably responsible for the biggest eyesores and the 
most dust at present. 
While some sections were finished with the help ot 
underground digging machines, others had to be handled 


in the open pit method 
Main downtown intersections, such as the Karlsplatz 
and Schwedenplatz squares, where lines will run on dif­ 
ferent levels, caused the most expensive and longest con­ 
struction sites 
An extremely touchy area, however was the subway 
construction in front of St. Stephen s Cathedral. 
In an effort not to harm the historic landmark dating 
back to 1137. the ground around it at first had to be 
hardened with concrete injections 
Next year, workmen will put a ceiling onto the tuture 
subway station and life will slowly return to normal at St. 
Stephen s square.

Across America, adults by 
the thousand are taking 
piano lessons they missed 
out on as kids — and loving 
it, no matter what their 
age, according to the Na­ 
tional Piano Manufac- 
turers Association.

The piano has long 
enjoyed the honor of being 
the most popular Instru­ 
ment in the United States. 
More than 200.000 new 
pianos are sold every year, 
according to the associ­ 
ation. and of the nearly 38 
million amateur musicians 
in this country, 47 per cent 
are pianists 
It is not surprising, then, 
that adults who turn to 
music in their leisure time 
often turn to the piano. 
When they do. they're in 
for a very pleasant sur­ 
prise. Gone are the endless 
scales and exercises once 
thought to be the only 


starting point for begin­ 
ning piano students. 
“ 1 start right in teaching 
little pieces to my adult 
stu d en ts,” say s Eva 
Rautenberg of Buffalo. 
“ There are special books 
for adults who have never 
had lessons, with adapta­ 
tions of fam iliar com­ 
positions.” 
To their delight, many 
adults who have studied a 
fairly short time find 
themselves in demand at 
parties. “ People are really 
anxious to find someone 
who can play in social situ­ 
ations," says teacher Carol 
Murray of Minneapolis 
“They like to stand around 
and sing The way piano is 


taught today, students can 
play at parties, even tran­ 
spose from one key to 
another, in a short time — 
If they’ve been taught 
properly." 
Group piano is another 
fairly recent innovation in 
aduit piano teaching 
methodology. 
It origi­ 
nated with great success in 
the elementary schools, 
and has been steadily 
growing in popularity. 
Fred C olby, 64. of 
Crystal Lake. 111., began 
playing because an old 
grand piano came with a 
house he bought 
“ Then, 
about three years ago. he 
recalls. “ I was walking 
past a music store and saw 


a sign, ’Piano Lessons 
Given.’ I didn’t stop to 
think I just went in and 
signed up.” 
Colby has long since 
traded in his old piano for a 
brand new one. He takes 
lessons every week and 
says lie loves to play semi- 
classics and old favorites 
”1 try to practice an hour a 
day. I get entranced with 
my own music, and sud­ 
denly the hour is gone." 
Piano teachers who work 
with them realize that 
adults’ practice time is 
limited. “ If an adult Is go­ 
ing to pay out his own 
money for lessons, he’s go­ 
ing to put all the time he 
can into practicing ’’ says 


Chicago teacher Muriel 
Bufton, whose pupils in­ 
clude housewives, doc­ 
to r s, 
cab 
d r i v e r s , 
carpenters and secre­ 
taries. 
“ Self-discipline Isn’t a 
problem with adult stu­ 
dents If one of my adults 
fiasn t practiced, 1 know 
that something pressing 
probably came up during 
the week 
Teachers and students 
agree that one of the most 
exciting things about 
studying piano as an adult 
is the feeling of achieving 
the unexpected 
“ 1 don t know why I 
started taking lessons," 
says 29-vear-old Chicago 


loan 
o f f i c e r 
T e rry 
Woolums “ I just felt com 
pelled to do it. But it’s not 
a whim. I expect to be 
playing 50 years from 
now.” 
Psychiatrist Dr. Karl 
Willrich. president of the 
medical staff at Forest 
Hospital near Chicago, 
says that piano playing is 
especially rewarding be­ 
cause “ we live in a mecha­ 
nistic, materialistic age 
Playing the piano for 
pleasure offsets this 
It 
doesn t require turning out 
an end product.” Piano 
also helps people express 
feelings they can't express 
in words. Dr. Willrich 
savs.

Adopted by the 
American Cancer Society 
in 1969, it's simple enough 
A former mastectomy 
patient visits a new 
mastectomy patient in the 
hospital. 
She brings an exercise 
kit (the patient needs to 
regain mobility in the arm 
and shoulder affected by 
the operation), a Reach to 
Recovery manual, and a 
temporary, weightless 
breast prosthesis that can 
be pinned inside the 
patient’s nightgown 
She also brings empa­ 
thy. encouragement and 
stand-up proof that a 
woman who has lost one or 
both breasts can function 
like any other woman. 
Later, when the patient 
is ready for a permanent 
prosthesis, the volunteer 
will shop with her if she 
likes. 
Most of the Society's 
3,000 local autonomous of­ 


fices have product samples' 
on hand for comparison, and

“ When I was operated on 
30 years ago,” she said, 
“ the only thing I could buy 
was foam rubber and. of 
course, I was delighted to 
have anything To fill the 
shoulder depression, I used 
cotton and handkerchieves 
which never stayed in 
place " 
The prosthesis didn't 
stay in place, either, when 


she raised her arm. 
“ Every time my husband 
scratched his left ear. it 
meant pull down your bra. 
The left breast had risen 
and stayed there, 
“ After five years, a 
weighted plastic prosthesis 
filled with viscous fluid 
that takes on body 
temperature came out. I 
thought it was gorgeous, 
but after a year it dried up 
and there was nothing left 
but powder. So every spr­ 
ing when I did my closets 
and drawers, I bought a 
new breast form because I 
wasn’t ‘even’ anymore " 
Finally, “ these silicone 
ones came out In my opi­ 
nion, they’re the best, but 
they’re also the most ex­ 
pensive. My size 40 costs 
$100, but it lasts for 
years.” 
Still, she says, each 
woman's needs a different. 
There are dozens of 
products on the market 
ranging from inexpensive 
polyester or airfilled 
forms, to the silicone 
prostheses which try to 
simulate the feel and 


movement of real flesh. 
The important point is to 
restore the weight of the 
breast to the body for 
balance and posture After 
that, it's up to the in­ 
dividual: 
what she s 
comfortable with, what she 
can afford, and what suits 
her needs because no two 
operations are alike. 
When a mastectomy 
patient comes in to the 
New York office of the 
Am erican Cancer Society, 
I show her samples and she 


says, that’s too heavy, I 
can’t wear it. What she 
doesn’t understand is that 
it’s not heavy on the chest 
wall. So I siip one in her 
bra. we schmooze (talk) 
about her mother-in-law, 
and she forgets she has it 
on. 
There’s no problem for 
the healthy woman who 
isn’t so hung up on her 
chest,” she concludes. 
“ The secret to feeling good 
is in your head, not in your 
bosom ”

Now in the forefront of 
artificial organs research, 
the Utah scientists have 
devised a metal and plastic 
a rtificial kidney small 
enough to fit into a hand­ 
bag They have made ar­ 
tificial eyes and ears of 
computers and electrodes 
that are attached to a 
patient s brain 
Recently they killed a 
Holstein calf that had lived 
122 days on an artificial

It was longer than any 
creature had lived on an 
artificial, implanted heart, 
although a month later, in 
April, 
researchers 
in 
Cleveland reported that a 
calf with an artificial heart 
had remained alive past 
the 122-dav mark The ex­ 
periment here was ended 
after scientists discovered 
that a valve had failed 


Dr. Willem Kolff. 67. a 
pioneer in developing the 
artificial kidnev machine, 
started Utah s Artificial 
Organs Division nine years 
ago. 


Scientists there also 
have developed the major 
artificial eye program in 
the country and one of the 
leading ear projects 
An 
assistant calls Dr. Kolff an 
“ incredible source of 
energy.” 


The Utah scientists point 
out that marketable ar­ 
tificial organs may be far 
in the future and that some 
may never be satisfactori­ 
ly produced. But there is 
optimism. 


Kolff says, “ 1 will be dis­ 
appointed if the heart is not 
ready for clinical us«' in 
three years Three years 
ago I said the same thing ” 


Success may be only a 
year or two away for a 
wearable artificial kidney. 
Artificial 
organs have 
clear advantages over 
transplanted ones, which

Auto manufacturers 
display future taxis

NEW YORK (A P )-T h e 
Museum of Modern Art 
normally shows paintings 
by the likes of Picasso. 
Braque and Warhol. But 
this month it’s showing 
taxicabs as well — by the 
l i ke s of 
Volvo and 
Volkswagen 
Not just ordinary taxis, 
either. 
These minisize but 
s p a c i o u s 
c a b s 
a r e 
p r o t o t y p e s 
b ui lt 
to 
specifications drawn up by 
the museum's department 
of design. They take up less 
space, use less fuel, 
produce less pollution and 
are safer and more com­ 
fortable than today’s cabs, 
the museum says. 
The point was not to 
have a good idea, but to put 
it into practice,” says 
curator Emilio Ambasz. 
“The practice in this case 
was to have taxis that 
would actually be put into 
use.” 
Volvo and Volkswagen, 
with U.S. plants planned or 
under construction, sub­ 
mitted working models, 
but 
w o n ’t 
c o m m i t 
themselves to production 
unless they’re satisfied 
there’s a market. Alfa 


Romeo built a model, too, 
without being invited to do 
so. And two U.S. com­ 
panies constructed steam 
taxis under government 
contract. 
Detroit auto manufac­ 
turers declined to par­ 
ticipate. So Ambasz went 
to the federal Department 
of Transportation, which 
was mandated by Con­ 
gress in 1973 to develop 
taxis as rapid transit vehi­ 
cles. 
The government sought 
bids along the lines of the 
museum's specifications 
and gave $1 million each to 
American Machine and 
Foundry and Steam fitewer 
Systems Inc. Their steam- 
driven models will be 
tested when the museum 
show ends. 
“They are a real gem,’’ 
says William Raithel, of 
the Transportation Depart­ 
ment. “What we re seeing 
here is something that can 
be done, and this is what it 
looks like.” 
Raithel said American 
car manufacturers didn't 
bid probably because the 
cab do es n ’t have the 
prom ise of mass pro-

R e se a rc h a d v a n ces 
reported by the division in 
recent months include: 
— A scien tist in the 
university’s Department of 
Engineering has con­ 
structed a motor-driven 
arm based on invention of 
an unusual artificial mus­ 
cle. He claims the arm, 
constructed of aluminum 
and guided by electrodes 
placed about the shoulder, 
can do 95 per cent of a nor­ 
mal human's lifting tasks. 
—A 33-year-old man 
blind for a decade now 
“sees” Braille through use 
of a computer plugged 
directly into his brain. 
Utah researchers say it 
may be possible to develop 
a miniature computer in 
the frame of a pair of glas­ 
ses and attach it to a tiny 
eye-socket camera, giving 
sight to some of the 500.000 
legally blind people in the 
U.S. 
—Advances toward hear­ 
ing for the completely deaf 
have reached the point 
where a 62-year-oid man, 
deaf from birth, is hearing 
sounds through use of 
electrodes implanted in his 
inner ear and connected to 
a computer The computer 
stimulates the inner ear to 
“hear" sounds at different 
pitches. So far the stimula­ 
tions are not complex 
enough to be used for

Trouble is, Ambasz says, 
the standard six-passenger 
sedan typically used for 
taxis is better suited to 
family use in suburban and 
rural areas than to the 
urban rigors of a cab.

And it adds to conges­ 
tion. 
Thus, the museum set 
about redesigning smaller 
taxis to improve both 
aesthetics and public tran­ 
sportation.

T ra n sp o rtatio n 
D ep artm en t says the 
prototypes show that a 
vehicle of subcompact size 
can be designed to accom 
modate four passengers in 
comfort, one of them in a 
wheelchair who can board 
the vehicle without as­ 
sistance The models also 
met the most stringent 
emission standards with­ 
out use of catalytic muf­ 
flers and at fuel mileages 
equal to the average 1975 
gasoline engine 
Most of the designs 
feature barn-like roof-to- 
floor sliding doors, a 
bullet-proof shield be­ 
tween the passengers and 
driver, lots of windows 
retractable wheelchair or 
baby carriage rainps and 
wide rubber bum pers 
Volvo s prototype included 
in the com partm ent a 
writing table, reading 
lamp safe and refrigerat­ 
or.

The “ Utah Arm,” in­ 
v e n te d 
by 
S te p h e n 
Jacobsen, is based on an 
artificial muscle that Ja­ 
cobsen designed while still 
a student. The “ muscle” Is 
a series of small metal 
rings joined by many tough 
fibers When the fibers are 
twisted, the rings pull 
together and the muscle 
shortens. 
Jacobsen has connected 
the muscle to a small 
battery-powered 
motor 
Electrodes placed about a 
person's shoulder activate 
the motor 
The motor and muscle 


are placed in a m etal­ 
framed arm that swings 
freely below the elbow like 
a natural limb. Jacobsen 
says it is more flexible 
than other artificial arms 
it weighs two to three 
pounds, compared with a 
man's natural arm of about 
seven pounds 
A wearable artificial 
kidney, the size of a* large 
book, also was developed 
by Jacobsen s staff It is a 
refinement of a process 
used for years in large 
kidney machines 
The 
wearable kidney cleanses 
the blood of impurities that 
ailing kidneys cannot 


remove. It does this by 
filtering blood through 
charcoal as part of the 
cleansing process. 
Kolff e s t i m a t e s a 
wearable kidney might 
cost $1.500 plus main­ 
tenance costs. It costs 
$12.000 annually to have a 
c o n v e n tio n a l 
kidney 
dialysis machine at home 
The Utah scientists have 
tried their artificial hearts 
only on calves In addition 
to the air-driven model, 
they have placed In calves 
an electrically driven 
heart, which they hope 
eventually to power with 
nuclear capsules 


Dr. Olsen says that the 
air-driven heart—called a 
Jarvik for Robert Jarvtk, 
the Utah medical student 
who invented it — “could 
be implanted in man now ’ 
The cost would be $3 000 
for the heart and $3.000 for 
implant surgery 
But an air hose would 
tether the patient per­ 
manently to an air pump 
Scientists estimate that 
the nuclear heart is at least 
a couple of years away. It 
would be powered by a 
long-lasting nuclear fuel 
placed in a container the 
size of an egg implanted 
near the abdomen

Buckner's had a solo blast. 
But Rhoden needed every one of 
them after pmch-hitter Jim Lyttle 
hit a three-run homer in the seventh 
to get the Expos back in the game 
But Rhoden regained control to get 
a complete game victory 
* I would say winning the game 
was the most important thing but the 
home run was the biggest thrill." 
Rhoden said “ Overall, 1 had good 
stuff tonight 1 was able to throw a 
lot more breaking pitches for 
strikes." 
The homer was Rhoden’s first as a 
pro since his first season with 
Daytona Beach in the Florida State 
League in 1971 and it raised his bat­ 
ting average to .321 (9-for-28). His 
six RBls are one more than all of the 
other Dodger pitchers put together. 
Rhoden had only two hits in 28 at- 
bats last year but he went 17-for 35 
during the winter playing in the 
Dominican Republic.

Miss Merrill will run the 1,500 next 
week in Eugene, Ore , where the 
men and*women — again for tlie find 
lime together - will hold Olympic 
trials 
Three foreign athletes won events 
Saturday One of them was Eamonn 
Coghian of Ireland 
who took the 
1,500 in 3 42 4 equivalent to a tour- 
irunule mile Ear her, two other non 
Americans won events. 
After Thursday produced rain, the 
next two days were bright and sunny 
and Miss McMillan who has been 
flirting with the long jump record lor 
more than a year, came through for 
ibe second time this year 


The 17-year-old high school senior 
from North Carolina leaped 22 feet, 3 
inches on the third and final day of 
this track carnival. Miss McMillan, 
who attends Hoke bounty High 
School in Racford, N.C., also had a 
jump of 22-0‘y 
She thus bettered her own pending 
women's long jump mark of 8-1*« as 
well as the listed mark of 21-4*4 set 
by Martha Watson in 1974 
Miss McMillan started the day 
with a 21-10V* jump, followed it with 
21*9*1, and her winning jump was 
just 8Vi inches off the world mark 
held by East Germany’s Sigrun 
Siegel-Thon three weeks ago 
Second was Sherron Walker of 
Seattle at 21*4' i and third was three- 
time defending champion Miss 
Watson at 2011*4. 
Willye White, who has competed 
on four Olympic teams, timshed 
fourth 
The second woman to win a title 
Saturday was surprising Arthurene 
Gainer of Prairie View A&M. She 
won the 400-meter hurdles m an 
American record 57,24 seconds. 
The mark was the fifth fastest ever 
recorded in this event which is not 
contested in the Olympics. The old 
American mark of 57.3 was set by 
Debbie Esser of Ohio State last year. 
Miss Esser was second here. 
Then, almost sim ultaneously. 
Am erican record holder Kathy 
Schmidt set the third American 
mark within a 30-mmole span when 
she threw the javelin 218-3, The 
defending champion in the event was 
only 2 feet, 3 inches off the world 
record of 220-6 set by Olympic chain 
pion Ruth Fuchs of East Germany in 
1974 
Miss Schmidt, who won the bron/e 
medal in the event at the Munich

a dream come true 
.well... almost 


C A P E TO W N . South 
frica (A P) — The old em- 
>irt> builders dreamed of a 
ail road carved through 
the heart of Africa, linking 
two ends of the conti- 
t from Cape Town to 
alro. 
It would clim b moun­ 
ting. cut through jungles, 
wamplands and deserts 
r 6,000 m iles. 
The railway was the em­ 
pire builders* grand vision, 
a symbol of “ progress and 
civilization ” 
Today, most of the 
colonial rulers have gone 
but the ra ilw a y they 
dreamed of is near comple­ 
tion more than 100 years 
after Cecil John Rhodes 
proposed its creation. 
With the exception of 
about 600 m iles of pending 
rail links between Egypt 
and Sudan and between 
Uganda and Sudan it is now 
possible to travel virtually 
the entire (ape-to-Cairo 
route by train 
But the railroad that 
slices through Africa has 
not emerged as the vehicle 
(rf im perial conquest en­ 
visaged by the man for 
whom 
Rh odesia was 
named. 
It is a patch of work of 
seven national railways 
that cuts through South 
A fr ic a , 
B o ts w a n a . 
Khodesia. Zam bia. Tan­ 
zania, Kenya, Uganda. 
.Sudan and Egypt 
The completion of the 
1 200-miie TarvZam that 
links Tanzania s port of 
Dar Es Salaam on the In­ 
dian Ocean to Zambia s 
cupper belt last year was a 
major step in bringing the 
dream closer to reality. 
The railway, built by 
25.000 Chinese at a cost of 
1450 m illion, is regarded as 
China s foreign aid show 
piece in Africa. 
P o litica l differences, 
however, 
particu larly 
between white-ruled South 
Africa and Khodesia and 
the black-ruled ¡dates to 
the north make the railw ay 
less of a cohesive project 
than it might be 
A passenger would find it 
difficult to board a train in 
tape Town and expect to 
travel the entire length of 


the line without difficulty 
Besides p o litical d if­ 
ferences. the rail line pass­ 
ing through the nations 
touched by the Cape-to- 
Cairo route are often in­ 
compatible in track width 
or gauge, meaning pas­ 
sengers or cargo would 
have to be switched from 
one rail system to «rather 
several times along the 
journey 
The ‘'missing links are 
betw een 
S h a lla l 
in 
southern Egypt south of 
Aswan and Wadi Haifa in 
n o rth ern Sudan and 
between Wau in southern 
Sudan and Pakwach in 
northern Uganda 
Egyptian and Sudanese 
o fficia ls blam e their 
former British masters for 
never linking the two Nile 
River countries by rail 
An Egyptian railw ay ex­ 
pert say a rail link is im­ 
possible because the track 
gauge In the Sudan is 
narrower than in Egypt 
even though the British 
built both railways. 
A joint m inisterial com 
mittee has been conducting 
feasibility studies to find a 
way to join the two lines 
“ Even then a huge 
amount of money w ill be 
needed to execute the 
project.” the Egyptian ex­ 
pert said 
One reason Sudan and 
Uganda are not linked is 
the 17-year-old rebellion in 
southern Sudan which 
would have made construe 
Iran impossible. 
Now that the revolt has 
ended. Sudan is against 
talking about extending its 
ra ilw a y to the south 
although no firm plans 
have been formulated 
The route from Wau to 
Juba, over 400 miles, poses 
no technical 
problem s 
because the land is flat, but 
would have to skirt the 
western edge of the Sudd, 
Sudan s great papyrus 
swamp. 
From Juba to Pakwach 
in Uganda 150 to 300 miles 
of track would have to be 
laid and presents no major 
problems. 
Of that section, construc­ 
tion of 75 m iles from 
Pakwach to Arua. the 


home of President Id i 
Amin of Uganda, has been 
agreed to in principle 
although there has been no 
planning for the Arua-Juba 
stretch. 
Pakwach. the western 
most point of the northern 
rail line in Uganda, is on 
the west hank of the Nile 
River and therefore on the 
right side for a Juba-Wau 
link 
Pakwach is a steamy 
settlement of mud and wat 
tie hit by over three feet of 
rain a year and has one dis­ 
pensary. one police station, 
one mosque, 40 shops and 
one gas station Many rail 
buildings used in ex 
tending the line about 10 
years ago have been aban­ 
doned and Infested with 
hats. 
An alternative plan being 
considered would be to ex 
tend the rail line in Kenya 
northward from near 
Akuru to Kaiowa south of 
Lake TtJffcana < Rudolf) 
From Kaiowa, the line 
«raid be extended lb to So 
dan. bypassing Uganda and 
crossing the Nile at Juba 
Observers in Kenya note 
there is no sense oi a grand 
Cape-to-Cairo route except 
perhaps in the heads of rail 
planners, some of whom 
are leftovers from the 
colonial period. 
They note that rail 
projects in East Africa are 
plagued by p o litic a l 
problems and costs and it 
often seems East African 
states bareiy have the 
funds to keep the existing 
system going day to day 
They also say other 
grand transport projects 
are under consideration 
which deflate the Cape-to­ 
ta l ro protect 
These include plans to 
build canals on the Sudd 
and mage use of the Nile 
and lake system from 
Uganda northward and the 
Lagos. Nigeria-Mombaaa, 
K en ya tra n t- A fric a n 
tughvuay. 
W ere be alive, C ecil 
Rhodes would not he happy 
with the way things have 
turned out

Fireball 
Burning up the charts 


.V, A'.v ‘ ,, 


There are those bands 
that to anyone who's 
viewed rock as a reason for 
living rather than just one 
of life's little niceties, will 
always be enshrined in the 
realm of sacred m em ­ 
ories. The Byrds, Buffalo 
Springfield and Paul But­ 
terfield leap to mind. 
But veterans of those 
pioneer groups are still 
making tine music and 
there's no percentage in 
resigning them to the 
nostalgia heap. 
The Byrds, The Los 
Angeles band that proved 
in the m»d-60s that you 
didn t have to be British to 
grow long hair, provided a 
spawning ground of sorts 
for many new American 
bands breaking free of 
what had then been the 
standard approach to 
American rock. 
Michael Clarke first 
gained national attention 
as drummer for the Byrds 
more than a decade ago at 
the tender age of 20. Since 
then he's grown flowers for 
a living, cruised with the 
Burrltoa right to their 
demise in 1972 and now re­ 
surfaced with a new hand 
on the Columbia label. 
Firefall. 
“ Consider Firefall's 
music anything you like," 
Clarke said in New York 
la st week, “ call us 
‘country rock’ or what­ 
ever — anything but ‘folk 
rock.’ " 
A strange request from a 
member of the band that 
created the category ‘‘folk 
rock.” 
“That's true,” he shook 
his head in a semi-pained 
manner, “ And we hated it 
the whole time we were 
referred to that way ’ 
The blond-headed, now- 
moustached Clarke re­ 
vealed how he and the tour 
other Byrds grimaced each 
time someone called them 
the avatar of folk rock — 
stylized Dylan creations 
reheated and sauteed in an 
L A skillet 


IT W ONT LAST — Firefall, new 
country rock band, is very good 
but it won’t last forever, accord­ 


ing to drummer Michael Clarke. 
He formerly played with the Byrds 
and later with the Burritos. 


He pauses, sips, nods, 
then adds, “My time with 
the Byrds was a great ex­ 
perience but I could never 
do it again, it s not for me 
anymore. 
“ I've joined too many 
bands where personality 
hassles ruined us. We spent 
more time soothing each 
other than we did on the 
music. I left the Burritos, 
for instance, under bad cir­ 
cumstances. We were all 
pretty heated with each 
other by then. So, I was 
pretty careful about join­ 
ing another band. 1 really 
checked everything out be­ 
fore joining Fireball. 
We’re a beautiful band, we 
get along very well." 


Fireball, whose music is 
unmistakably forged from 
the mild country rock 
foundry that produced 
bands like CSN&Y and The 
Eagles, tends, to lilt rather 
than rock. In tracing its 
members' pasts, it’s easy 
to understand why they not 
only wouldn't stray from 
their distinctive styles, but 
possibly why they couidn t. 


“ I really like Firefall, 
we're a good band. If I 
wasn't a member of the 
band. I'd go out and buy the 
record.” he said. 
“ But I know,” his eyes 


moved around the room un­ 
til he focuses on what he 
wants to say, “ it won t last 
forever. I can't see myself 
playing drums with a rock 
band forever, y’know I'm 
30 vears old now and I feel 
siliy sometimes playing 
for 14-vear-old kids. In 
fact , I can t even see me 
playing five years from 
now.” 
His face accommodates 
a spreading grin. “I think 
I’ll retire to Washington 
(state, where he lived 
before* re lo c a tin g to 
Colorado with the rest of 
the Firefall) and open my 
own garden nursery.

It includes plans 
for 10 solar houses arid for 
a village for 2,500 people 
Rasbaoh blames archi­

and harmony of living, 
traits of early Americans, 
our spirits would be re­ 
vived. he maintains. 
“ Architecture can be a 
spiritual form that imparts 
a character to which a 
human being responds —

surroundings — or it can be 
cold, austere, calculating, 
forboding. slick and static

H o m i n e s s .

The room resembles a 
big. old - fashioned kitch­ 
en. with its range, re­ 
frigerator, drying unit 
for foods, racks on the ceil­ 
ing for drying herbs and 
flowers, storage above 
closets for baskets and the 
like, a dual pantry for jars 
and cans 
With better planned 
storage space, bulk shopp­ 
ing could be done, he say's.

Insulated glass is more 
practical than other glass, 
he reminds us. And he con­ 
siders kitchen hardwood 
countertops a better in­ 
vestment than disposable 
kinds 
White paint trims 
cad be cottljf. And cheap 
kitchen appliances invite 
repair bills High quality, 
lowest energy replace­ 
ments might be used 
Tile floors are more 
lasting than synthetic 
flooring though the more 
disposable cushion vinyls 
are easier on legs and 
veins he says And he likes 
washable wall coverings in 
kitchens and pre-finished 
hardwood floors that can 
be used with area rugs in­ 
stead of carpets 
There are water saving 
d e vices 
for 
lavatory 
faiH'ets. shower heads ami 
toilet valves, he suggests, 
and every house should 
have a fire detection 
system with two escape 
plans. Kitchens should be 
equipped with fire ex­ 
tinguishers. 
Space planning and 
cultivating a new con­ 
sciousness in gardening 
are also discussed in the 
book A g<*od chapter com­ 
pares furniture now and 
then and gives advice in 
choosing durable fur­ 
nishings.

NEW YORK < API - The 
official statistics show that 
savings and loan associa­ 
tions have record amounts 
of money to lend, hut a 
builder in upstate New 
York complains he can t 
makes sales because his 
c u s t o m e r s can t get 
mortgages 
"The 25 largest lenders 
around here haven t made 
m o re 
than 
a 
few 
mortgages in the past few 
months." he said 
"You 
ask any of the real estate 
people around here and 
they’ll tell you the same 
thing ” 
This is but one example 
of an American who feels 
he hasn’t as yet par­ 
ticipated in the economic 
recovery. You can find his 
life in a wide variety of 
pursuits, including un­ 
skilled seekers and stock 
market investors 
As always, economic 
c o n d i t io n s 
vary 
geographically, and they 
vary also among occupa­ 
tions. age groups and in­ 
dustries. and even by sex. 
But some people seem to 
feel the exceptions are 
more common this year. 


One explanation seems 
to be that some of the 
problem areas are very 
close to the basic needs of 
people 
While the employment 
situation is improving, for 
example, more than seven 
million Americans can’t 
find jobs, and while con­ 
sumer prices in general 
have been rising less slow­ 
ly. the price of a new house 
has rocketed ahead.

I am 
not. Second best means last if 
we want to preserve freedom. 
I believe America must take 
whatever steps are necessary to 
remain strong, free and inde­ 
pendent. As President, I would 
choose a Secretary of State who 
felt the same way. 
On the Vice Presidency: I 
have long believed that the Vice 
President is a member of the 
executive branch and should 
not serve as President of the 
Senate. The Vice . President 
should be an assistant to the 
President serving much as an 
executive vice president does in 
the corporate world. 
On Our Tax System: There is 
no simple answer to solving the 
problems of our present system, 
but an answer must be sought 
to make our entire tax system 
fairer. One approach would be 
to limit the percentage of a per­ 
son’s income that the Govern­ 
ment could take. This would 
give Government a much-needed 
incentive to be more efficient 
and to set priorities in its spend­ 
ing. 1 think the system should 
also be simplified so legal help 
isn’t required to find out how 
much a taxpayer owes. 
On Military Spending: 1 be­ 
lieve the U.S. should spend 
whatever amount is necessary to 
insure that we have military 
superiority. Only if we are free 
from the threat of outside ag­ 
gression can we build a better, 
freer society at home. 
On Freedom of the Press: 
Freedom of the press is vital to 
the maintenance of a free so­ 
ciety. There is an old saying 
that applies especially to those 
in public life—if you can’t stand 
the heat get out of the kitchen. 
It’s possible to guarantee free­ 
dom of the press; it’s not pos­ 
sible to guarantee that a free 
press will always be unbiased, 
totally responsible and com­ 
pletely accurate. Most Ameri­ 
cans understand this. Certainly 
most people in public life do. 
We must never take away the 
press’ right to expose or criti­ 
cize, even if it sometimes goes 
astray. 


On Medical Care: There is no 
such thing as “free health care,” 
as some have advocated. We 
can do better privately or at the 
state level in our present plural­ 
istic system. I think we can 
alter the private medical insur­ 
ance system, perhaps with some 
individual Government financ­ 
ing, so that all Americans can 
receive adequate medical care. 
1 think it would also be possible 
to make “catastrophic illness” 
insurance available at a price 
any family could afford. 
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out of control. I think the CIA 
can be fully controlled if the 
President does his job and if the 
Congress exercises continuing 
oversight through the establish­ 
ment of a permanent intelli­ 
gence committee. 
On a Federal Welfare Pro­ 
gram: Washington cannot save 
the cities of America simply by 
substituting Federal money for 
municipal money. Whether it 
goes through Federal channels 
or local channels, all the money 
eventually 
comes 
from 
the 
people. The notion that munici­ 
pal problems would be solved 
by a raid on the Federal treas­ 
ury—which some seem to be­ 
lieve is an unlimited fount—is 
not the solution. What our next 
President must do is revitalize 
the private sector to bring em­ 
ployment, especially blue-collar 
jobs, back into those cities 
where jobless rates have soared. 
On the Presidency: We must 
do away with the pomp and 
pageantry of the Presidency. 
The White House should be­ 
come once more a people’s 
house. The functions need not 
be exclusive and ostentatious 
affairs of state. Making the 
White House less of a ceremon­ 
ial center would be especially 
good for the President because 
it would keep him in much 
broader contact with those he 
serves. And in Bicentennial 
1976, it would be reassuring to 
know that our newly elected 
President has cut through the 
imperial trappings at the White 
House to rediscover America. 
On Federal Aid to Defense 
Contractors: Once we start 
down this road, we abandon the 
foundations of free enterprise—

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HAIR: The Secret Is in 


Your Fingers 


Stylists frequently 
have decreed 
"hands off” to running your fingers 
through your hair, which, they say, 
makes it limp and ruins the shape. But 
Richard Stein, one of New York’s top 
hairstylists, believes that women should 
use a helping hand along with a light­ 
weight dryer to find and train natural 
waves and to bend bone-straight hair 
into curves. The hands are good styling 
tools because they “feel,” never tear or 
break the hair. When teamed with 
varying amounts of air from a powerful 
dryer (the one used here: Remington s 
Super Brush) hand-styling can lift hair 
and give it body, height and width with­ 
out making it look stiff or set. 
How to: First dry hair until slightly 
damp, then catch hair between the first 
two fingers of one hand, palm down. 
Twist the ends around the forefinger, 
turning the palm over so that your 
fingers act like a tiny roller. To give 
height to long hair, as the hair begins 
to dry, bring it all forward and aim the 
dryer at the base of the hair, starting at 
the nape of the neck. Then brush hair 
back into place. 


SKIN: Myths Versus 


Facts 


Christine Valmy, a pioneer in skin 
care, says, “Most women rely on a set 
of myths without understanding how 
the skin really works.” To wit: 
Myth No. 1: Wash oily skin as 
oftan as possible to reduce oil. 
Actually, frequent washing stimulates 
oil production, which is a natural skin 
defense against weather and heat. In­ 
stead, wash only twice a day and blot 
with slightly cool water in between. 
Myth No. 2: Dry skin needs heavy 
doeas of moisturizer. Too much oil 
drowns dry skin and forms a greasy 
raincoat. Dry skin glands are lazy and 
need to be teased into action. A little 
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cream, no more than the size of a bean, 
nourishes without suffocating. 
Myth No. 3: Always wash face with 
hot water, followed by a cold rinse. 
Fast temperature changes abuse the 
delicate skin tissues and can even break 
capillaries. The best skin awakener is 
a gentle massage with a soft complexion 
brush or a washcloth to slough off the 
top layer of dead, dulling skin. 
Myth No. 4: A tan makes you look 
as great as you feel. Tanning is an 
aging and toughening process. Every 
month of deep tanning adds about a 
year to the age of the face. If you’re 30, 
you’ll look 32 next year, instead of 31. 
The reason is that the heat makes the 
skin lose moisture and causes deepen­ 
ing lines and furrows. 
NAILS: How to Keep 


Them Growing 


Women love long nails, says nail 
expert Ann Keane, but they aren t 
willing to protect them with rubber 
gloves every time they use detergents. 
Chemical nail building, which has be­ 
come popular in the last few years, can 
weaken the nail bed and cause fungus 
growth. As an alternative, Ms. Keane 
suggests 
nail * wrapping, 
a simple, 
centuries-old art to protect and 
strengthen natural nails. Nail wrapping 
in the salon or at home protects against 
cracks and strengthens nails to let them 
grow to new lengths. 
First, the nail is coated with a layer 
of protective glue. A tiny bit of strong 
porous paper is pressed on the free 
edge of the nail with an orange stick. 
The surface is then smoothed to re­ 
move air bubbles. The paper is cut 
about an eighth of an inch beyond the 
nail and flipped underneath to form a 
tiny diaper. After seven minutes, the 
nail is ready for a full manicure. Io 
wrap at home.

to be painfully shy, painfully non- 
aggressive.

the basic principle that private 
business must assume the risk 
for success or failure, profit or 
loss, in the competitive market­ 
place. When small or medium­ 
sized businesses go bankrupt, 
the Federal Government doesn't 
step in to save them. Why 
should there be socialism for 
the rich and free enterprise for 
the poor? 
On Foreign Policy: We must 
stand strong in those parts of 
the world where our vital inter­ 
ests are at stake, like Western 
Europe, Israel and the Middle 
East and the outer reaches of 
the Pacific. As far as the Third 
World goes, those new coun­ 
tries won’t stay subjugated un­ 
der any foreign rule for very 
long, whether it’s Cuban- or 
Russian-based. We don’t need 
to get involved in every African 
or Asian war that comes along. 
On Détente: The pact of détente 
I object to has to do with big 
American corporations trying to 
develop the resources of the 
Soviet Union on American 
credit and then having the 
whole thing underwritten by the 
U.S. Government. That kind of 
aid is really American aid in 
disguise, and I oppose it.

job opportunities in a very 
serious way. 
On Crime: The Federal Gov­ 
ernment can aid in reducing 
crime by providing an environ­ 
ment of job opportunity. It can 
break down the barriers to job 
entry, encourage more skilled 
training and help in making the 
cities more livable overall. After 
many years of the Law Enforce­ 
ment Administration and great 
rhetoric about crime in the 
streets, the Federal effort has 
been shown to be of limited 
success—prison and police prob­ 
lems are local responsibilities. 
On the Economy: Inflation is 
moderating, so we should begin 
to look at other priorities, the 
first of which is taking initia­ 
tives to provide greater job 
opportunities to those Ameri­ 
cans who don’t have any right 
now. If inflation returns, 1 think 


the President needs standby 
authority to restrain price in­ 
creases. 
On the U.N.: The U N. has a 
lot of problems, but those prob­ 
lems just reflect the confusion 
all over the world—the maldis­ 
tribution of wealth and goods, 
so many new nations, imperial­ 
ism, overreach, the narrow in­ 
terest of so many countries and 
all sorts of other “human” 
problems. I think that America 
with her power and place in the 
world could provide a leader­ 
ship-directive toward a more 
peaceful resolution of these 
problems. 
We haven’t done 
well in the U.N. in recent years 
because our policy has been so 
unimaginative, because we lack 
a forward vision of where this 
country and this planet are 
going. We must redefine our 
role in the U.N. as we must 
redefine our foreign policy. 
On Selling Wheat to Russia: 
By selling wheat to Russia we 
have enabled the Soviets to 
divert their gross national prod­ 
uct into military products, and 
this comes back as a threat to 
us. 1 think that grain sales and 
other economic benefits to the 
Russians should be part of an 
overall negotiation, taking into 
account what the Soviets are 
doing around the world. I think 
wheat sales to the Russians can 
be used as an important tool in 
our diplomacy. 
On Foreign Policy: Instead of 
having a foreign policy that's 
sterile and reactive, I'd like to 
see us regain some initiative. As 
it stands, we don’t engender 
enthusiasm for it at home nor 
have our policies earned the 
respect of the rest of the world. 
We have been operating on the 
chess-board theory that each 
piece that moves left requires 
our intervention. Weil, that 
didn’t work in Southeast Asia, 
and it didn't work in Angola. 
I’d like to see a foreign policy 
that's based on realism. We 
must take the long view: The 
question is the survival of the 
human species. Nuclear pro­ 
liferation, overpopulation, the 
food crisis, ecological collapse- 
these are potential risks that, 
either separately or in combina­ 
tion, threaten the continued 
viability of man. To come to 
terms with these problems, I'd 
like to see a freer exchange of 
ideas between America 
and the rest of the world.
